The tanker, used by the Stra- 


tegic Air Command for air-to- 
air refueling, crashed in a 
rugged marshy area in an 
isolated section of northern 
Lower Michigan. 12 mites 
southwest of Alpena. 


The craft, assigned to the 


410th Bomb Wing at K I Sawyer 
Air Force Base near Marquette 
in the Upper Peninsula, was'on 
a routine training mission, ac- 
cording to Air Force officials. 


The tanker also was picking 


up passengers at Kinchdoe 
AFB near Sault Ste. Marie and 
at Wurtsmilh AFB at Oscoda, 29 
miles from the crash site. 


The passengers were top SAC 


crewmen who were enroute to 
headquarters at Offut AFB, 
Neb., as part of a "First Team 
Program." 


"The program was designed 


to allow selected SAC crew 
members a first-hand orienta- 
tion of SAC headquarters,"'an 
Air Force spokesman said. "It

The 15 Air Force personnel who died in the crash of a 


tanker jet near Alpena were amoung 35 people killed in 
plane crashes during a deadly six-hour span Sunday. 


Four executives of a Johnson 6 Johnson Co. subsidiary 


and their whres were Ulled along with three crew members 
in a fiery crash of the company's Grumman Gulfstivam jet 
at Hot Springs, Va.

A spokesman said the. tanker 


left Marquette at 6 a.m. carry- 
ing the crew members and nine 
passengers. It new to the Soo 
where it picked up six pas- 
sengers and was on its way to 
Oscoda for more passengers at 
the time nf the crash. 


The spokesman said the Air 


Force frequently transports 
passengers 
'on 
regularly 


scheduled training flights to 
save money and fuel. 


The spokesman also said the 


tankers do not conduct any air- 
to-air refuelings with pas- 
sengers on board, but was un- 
sure how much fuel the craft 
carried in its belly. 


"At approximately g:M a.m., 


radio contact with the aircraft 
by Wurtfasmith AFB air control 
.was lost," the Air Force 
spokesman said today. "About 
»:15 a.m. the Michigan State 
Police from Alpena notified the 
Wurtsmith command post of an 
aircraft crash occuring about 
the same time radio contact was 
lost." 


A rescue convoy left Wurts- 


mith almost immediately, the 
spokesman said, but the con- 
voy's progress was hampered 
by the rugged terrain.

One eyewitness to the crash 
«year-old Elmer Liske of 
Hubbard Lake, said the tanker 
went down suddenly. 


"It blew up, and I saw a big 


ball of fire," Uske said. "And 
then It exploded several more 
limes."

"I can't recall what she said 


when we first saw each other. 
The big thing is seeing. We 
kissed and it was the greatest 
kiss we ever had," her husband 
said. • 


Jack McWilliams, 39, the 


brother of Jaffa's business 
partner in a Jacksonville con- 
tracting business, was charged 
with the kidnaping and held 
under.J750,uDO bond. 


He was arrested in jail, where 


he was serving a weekends-onlj 
jail sentence imposed in another 
case. 


Investigators said Mrs. Jaf- 


fa's rescue in a wooded area 
came after JHcWilliams' girl 
friend, Edith Burton, 22, broke 
down under questioning at the 
jail in Macclenny, 30 mites west 
of Jacksonville. 


"She drew us a map to lead us 


to the spot but I took her in my 
car and made her show us," 
Asst. State Atty. Wayne Ellis 
said. 


Mrs. Burton, who told police 


she helped in the abduction, hid 
under a cover in the back seat of 
the car because she didn't want 
to see Mrs. Jaffa again, Ellis 
said. 


"We called out ... heard her 


groan and found her," Ellis 
said. It was just a mile from her 
home. 


Mrs. Jaffa, 35. was hospi- 


talized 
for exposure 
and 


abrasions but was reported in 
good condition and high spirits 
today.

"She never lost faith she 


would be rescued," her husband 
said. 


After Mrs. Burton learned the 


woman was.alive, "she said, 
•Thank God. I hope I've done the 
right thing,'" Ellis said. 


Rescuers said Mrs. Jaffa was 


badly bitten by mosquitoes and 
scraped on the back and head __ 
from trying to work herself * 
loose from the post to which she 
was tied, which was similar to a 
railroad tie and six feet tall. Her 
bonds were hailed to the post. 


"She wanted to know if her 


husband and children were all 
right," Touchton said. "She was 
in excellent condition lor the si- 
tuation. She had been exposed to 
rain, heal, cool nights and the 
tape over her eyes and mouth 
which naturally makes the skin, 
sore." 


Jaffa said his wife will not 


meet with reporters to discuss 
her ordeal. 


."The most important thing is 


to get life back to normal."

". Oct. 1, formerly a nondescript date 
on the calendar, this year acquires a 
new significance.. It will mark the 
beginning of the federal government's 
fiscal year — three months later than 
the traditional July 1.

the Budget Reform Act of 1974.

-In Wonderland 


! Just about" the time Congress thinks 


.it lias taken control of the nation's tax 
laws once again, the Internal Revenue 
^Service comes forth with a ruling 
which subverts the process. 


In this year's major tax change 


package, Congress among many other 
things, made it exceedingly difficult 
•for a businessman, salesman or 
•anyone' else who has need for an of- 
•fice in his home to deduct the ex- 
penses' related to that office on his 
lincome tax returns. 


.Undoubtedly this was a deduction 


which has been abused in the past, 
but also undoubtedly a home office is 
a legitimate place for many people to 
engage in income-producing work. 
While Congress was working this 
change into the tax laws, the IRS 
produced a ruling which gave the 
green light to taking "cosmetic" 
'surgery as a medical deduction. " 
';So all inclusive is the IRS ruling 
that it makes no difference whether 
the surgery — frequently costing 
thousands 
of dollars — merely 


changed the contour of the bust or the 
;bjtttocks, it is deductible. 
C-Any wonder the nation's tax laws 
<rSake so little sense?' 
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expenditure item separately, taking 
piecemeal action on spending requests 
without regard to their overall impact 
on the budget and the economy.: This 
haphazard

enough when the federal government 
was relatively small and Congress 
routinely 
adjourned 
early . each 


summer. Today, though, federal 
spending has reached the Jl-biUion-a- 
day level, and Congress is in session 
for most of the year. The old ways no 
longer will suffice. 
. The Budget Reform Act required 
that both'houses agree on spending 
limits and tax-revenue floors before 
the start of the fiscal year, which was 
moved forward to give Congress more 
time to evaluate the President's 
January budget requests, If, as the 
year wears on, new programs threaten 
to increase spending, cuts must be 
made elsewhere or taxes must be 
raised. 


To achieve these ends, the 1974 law 


created budget committees .in the 
House and the Senate and a Congres- 
sional Budget Office (CBO) to advise 
them both. The CBO was envisioned as 
the legislative counterpart of the Of- 
fice of Management and Budget, 
which helps to formulate and execute 
the President's spending plans. 


The Reform law also set a 'detailed 


timetable for completing congres- 
sional action on the necessary legisla- 
tion before Oct. 1 each year. By Nov. 10 
of the preceding year — almost 11 
months before the fiscal year-end — 
the executive branch must submit a 
"current services budget" projecting 
the spending required to maintain 
existing federal programs without 
policy changes. 


The congressional Joint Economic 


Committee reviews' that budget and 
submits an evaluation to Congress by 
Dec. 31. The President'then submits a 
revised -federal budget to Congress 
around Jan. 20. His proposals are 
reviewed by the House and 'Senate 
Budget Committees, in conjunction 
with the C$0 and other committees, 
and they draw upon a resolution 
outlining a tentative congressional 
budget. 
' 


May 15 is the deadline for Congress 


to approve this initial budget resolu- 
tion, which will set the goals for 
appropriations, spending, taxes, the 
budget surplus or deficit and the 
federal debt. These sums will guide 
but not bind Congress in the following, 
months. By mid-September, after 
finishing action on all appropriations 
and spending bills, Congress is 
required to take another overall look at 
the budget and adopt a second resolu- 
tion that will either affirm the target 
set by the initial resolution and ensure 
that spending actions fit it, or revise 
the target suiii. 
' " " 


The new budget system, it is hoped, 


will bring about fiscal integrity. 
. Samuel M. Conn, a former assistan t 
director of the Office of Management 
and Budget, said: "For the first time, 
if it works, we'll be able to see that 
Congress DM to reconcile its action on 
the. totals with its action on the 
pieces." .Congress and the President 
no doubt will continue to disagree, 
about spending and taxation. But the 
differences between them should be , 
easier to mdersUnd now that .the 
budget b being treated by both sides 
as an entity.

The Budget Reform Act required 
that both houses agree on spending 
limits and tax-revenue floors before 
the start of the fiscal year, which was 
moved forward to give Congress more 
time to evaluate the President’s 
January budget requests. If, as the 
year wears on, new programs threaten 
to increase spending, cuts must be 
made elsewhere or taxes must be 
raised. 
To achieve these ends, the 1974 law 
created budget committees in the 
House and the Senate and a Congres­ 
sional Budget Office (CBO) to advise 
them both. The CBO was envisioned as 
the legislative counterpart of the Of­ 
fice of Management and Budget, 
which helps to formulate and execute 
the President’s spending plans. 
The Reform law also set a detailed 
timetable for completing congres­ 
sional action on the necessary legisla­ 
tion before Oct. 1 each year. By Nov. 10 
of the preceding year — almost 11 
months before the fiscal year-end — 
the executive branch must submit a 
“current services budget” projecting 
the spending required to maintain 
existing federal programs without 
policy changes. 
The congressional Joint Economic 
Committee reviews that budget and 
submits an evaluation to Congress by 
Dec. 31. The President then submits a 
revised federal budget to Congress 
around Jan. 20. His proposals are 
reviewed by the House and Senate 
Budget Committees, in conjunction 
with the CBO and other committees, 
and they draw upon a resolution 
outlining a tentative congressional 
budget. 
May 15 is the deadline for Congress 
to approve this initial budget resolu­ 
tion, which will set the goals for 
appropriations, spending, taxes, the 
budget surplus or deficit and the 
federal debt. These sums will guide 
but not bind Congress in the following 
months. By mid-September, after 
finishing action on all appropriations 
and 
spending 
bills. 
Congress 
is 
required to take another overall look at 
the budget and adopt a second resolu­ 
tion that will either affirm the target 
set by the initial resolution and ensure 
that spending actions fit it, or revise 
the target sum. 
The new budget system, it is hoped, 
will bring about fiscal integrity. 
Samuel M. Cohn, a former assistan t 
director of the Office of Management 
and Budget, said: “ For the first time, 
if it works, we’ll be able to see that 
Congress has to reconcile its action on 
the totals with its action on the 
pieces.” Congress and the President 
no doubt will continue to disagree 
about spending and taxation. But the 
differences between them should be

1957-5S, over 70.000 people in the 
U.S. died of the Asian flu. In 
1968-69 the Hong Kong flu 
claimed 30,000 lives. 


Tlie swine flu shots will be 


available by Oct. 1. Assistant 
HEW Secretary Dr. Theodore 
Cooper estimates that the shins 
should protect about 85 ptT cent 
of those who take them. (The 
other 15 per cent should get 
milder cases than if they had no 
shot at all.) 


There is NO chance that a 


person will get the flu from the 


shot because the vaccine is 
made of a killed virus. The only 
significant side, effects MAY be 
a sore arm and a fever. (The 
government ran an experiment 
on 6,000 volunteers. Out of those 
who received the swine vaccine, 
1.9 per cent developed a fever 
that lasted about 24 hours or 
less.' 


Should children get the shot? 


The researchers are 
still 


working on dosages for children 
under 
18. However, those 


children who are inclined to get 
fevers should NOT get the shot. 


It is strongly recommended 


that adults over 18 get the 
regular swine flu shots (200 
units of A-New Jersey/76). For 
the high-risk population (those 
over 60, those who have chronic 
heart 
disease, 
respiratory 


problems, diabetes — or cancer 
patients who are in treatment), 
a combination of the swine flu 
vaccine and A-Victoria75 is 
recommended.

Farm Men 
Rap Abuses 
By Hunters

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 
With I he fall hunting scran 


approaching, many Michigan farmers are bracing for another 
season's battle with a groining group of "sportsmen" who litter, 
trample crops and endanger livestock and people with their shoot- 
ing. State agriculture officials warn hunters that unless they 
improve their behavior they are risking more farmland being 
posted against hunting and more fanners complaining to law en- 
forcement agencies. 


The end result could be 


reduced land td hunt on — es- 
pecially in overburdened urban 
fringes—and ultimately having 
to pay to go onto private land to 
hunt, they say. 


Fanners, fed up with what an 


agriculture official called "stab 
hunters," have already lent 
support to a bill requiring 
sportsmen to get written per- 
mission before entering private 
land to hunt, fish, snowmobile 
or for other recreation. 


The bill is pending before the 


legislature, but is expected to 
pass. Only oral permission is 
required now to enter a person's 
land. 


Deputy Agriculture Director 


John 
Calkins said 
many 


farmers' and other private lan- 
downers are reluctant to post 
"no trespassing" and "no hunt- 
ing" signs or ask the police to 
throw the hunter off the land. 
Not only do they want to be good 
sports, Calkins' said, but It 
"leaves him open to retaliation" 
from the disgruntled hunter. 


But in some areas abuses 


have become so frequent and 
flagrant that farmers and 
private land owners are con- 
sidering stiff measures to pro- 
tect their land. One group of 
farmers banded together and 
began patrolling their property. 


"It's" gotten 
very bad," 


Calkins said. ••Generally after a 
hunting season we get stories of 
an owner who is so infuriated he 
has taken up his gun." 


Calkins said diminishing 


farmland 
and 
increased 


numbers of hunters have made 
the situation worse. 


"In some cases, it's gotten 


intolerable," he said. "It's very 
distressing for a farmer to find 
six or eight cars parked by his 
back 40 knowing they have 
evaded him by not getting his 
permission." 


Typical abuses, Calkins said, 


are shooting too close to build- 
ings, harassing or shooting 
livestock, 
breaking 
down 


fences, littering, running a 
vehicle across a newly-planted 
field, and destroying seedlings. 


He said the first problems oc- 


cur during pheasant season 
which begins late next month, 
and continue during deer season 
in November. He noted that 
many hunters assume land in 
northern Michigan is state or 
federal land, while actually 
two-thirds of the forest land in

land for hunting," Calkins said. 
"It's equivalent to somebody 
using your back yard — and 
should be treated as such." 


ir hunters don't shape up, 


they'll just run Into more posted 
land. Calkins warned. "It the 
pressure gets fierce enough," 
he predicted, they may have to 
pay to hunt on private land 
someday.

Farm Men 
Rap Abuses 
By Hunters

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — With the fall hunting season 
approaching, many Michigan farmers are bracing for another 
season’s battle with a growing group of “sportsmen” who litter, 
trample crops and endanger livestock and people with their shoot­ 
ing. State agriculture officials warn hunters that unless they 
improve their behavior they are risking more farmland being 
posted against hunting and more farmers complaining to law en­ 
forcement agencies.

But in some areas abuses 
have become so frequent and 
flagrant 
that 
farmers and 
private land owners are con­ 
sidering stiff measures to pro­ 
tect their land. One group of 
farmers banded together and 
began patrolling their property. 
“ It’s 
gotten 
very 
bad,” 
Calkins said, “(ienerally after a 
hunting season we get stones of 
an owner who is so infuriattKl he 
has taken up his gun.” 
Calkins 
said 
diminishing 
farmland 
and 
increased 
nuinljers of hunters have made 
the situation worse. 
“ In some cases, it’s gotten 
intolerable,” he said. "It’s very 
distressing for a farmer to find 
six or eight cars parked by his 
back 40 knowing they have 
evaded him by not getting his 
permission.” 
Tvpical abuses. Calkins said, 
are shmiting too close to build­ 
ings, harassing or shooting 
livestock, 
breaking 
down 
fences, littering, running a 
vehicle across a newly-planted 
field, and destroying seedlings.

A safe position to take in these pre-election months 


is to applaud with enthusiasm'the White House's 
program to slash the paperwork burden on businesses 
that report to federal agencies. An equally safe bet is 
to expect that businessmen who have been 
overwhelmed with paperwork are delighted by any 
change. 


But in a display of illogic 


equal to "Catch 22." the Office 
of Management and Budget in 
the White House has just or- 
dered the ^Commerce Depart- 
ment to eliminate statistical 
reports to about 25 industries 
which need the data so much 
that they pay for the reports out 
of their own cash registers. 


At the same time, the OMB 


has told the Commerce Depart- 
ment to continue' surveys of 
about 60 industries that do not 
pay for the -reports 
and 


(therefore are a direct expense 
to us, the taxpayers). 


Particularly

tical information —if the OMB 
order stands — would be the

manufacturer lo whom this in-

Not especially hurt would be 


larger industries with staffs of 
their own to gather the infor- 
mation themselves. But these' 
industries need not worry, for 
the Commerce Department is to 
continue surveying them and 
passing on the bill to us. 


As one illustration, the mar- 


garine maufacturers have been 
paying the federal government 
for 26 j'ears (since the repeal of 
the margarine tax) for results 
of surveys. The National Assn. 
of Margarine Manufacturers 
finds the ffeures so vital that it 
telephones for them and puts 
them in a monthly report sent to 
its member companies. 


As another illustration, the 


bedding manufacturers have 
been paying the government for 
20 years for their statistics. In- 
formation on the breakdown of 
shipments Is crucial to in- 
dividual manufacturers trying 
to decipher new Irends. What 
per cent of shipments is going lo 
the residential market? To ins- 
titutions. hospitals, hotels and 
motels? Are crib size mattress 
sales increasing or decreasing? 
What's happening to sales of 
bedding fir sleeper-sofas? 


As a third, the Business & In- 


stitutional Furniture Manufac- 


thc reports to smaller firms is 
.they are "low priority by 
definition...The Census Bureau 
has never submitted a budget 
request for these reports...The 
Congress has never had an op-' 
portunity lo approve or deny an 
appropriation for this pur- 
]X)se...Tlic -Secretary of Com- 
merce...has not requested an 
exemption from the President's 
guidelines in order to continue 
them." 


And why are they low priority 


with no budget 
requested? 


Because the industries involved 
pay for the reports themselves! 
Why no congressional com- 
ment? Because the taxpayer 
isn't affected! 


So infuriated are most of the 


executives in industries-hit by 
the unwanted paperwork cut- 
back that more than 100 of them 
appeared at a hearing on the 
problem In Washington last. 
Tuesday. As a result of their 
testimony, the OMB is suspend- 
ing for 90 days its decision to 
stop publishing the reports (a 
period during which you may, if 
you wish, make your own voice 
heard).

is supposed to consult before 
making %ajor pol'cy moves on 
federal reports. The informed 
gossip is lhat the OMB did not 
even talk with the BACFR 
before ordering the cutbacks 
and that Marsh described the 
Tuesday hearings "as a J)ig 
governmental snafu."

(AP) — House leaders hope to break up a 
legislative logjam over a D elroit-area m ass tran sit system this 
wet‘k, while a battle may heat up in the state Senate over regulating 
campaign financing.
